firing o f a sing le wo rker, o f big busi­ 
ness leaders to use ev ery means o f in­ 
fluence 
to 
o btain 
g o v ernment co n­ 
tracts, o f Neg ro leaders who adv o cate 
who lesale destructio n as a means to 
an end. o f co mmunity leaders who re­ 
fer to 
unco ntro llable 
rio ts as dem­ 
o nstratio ns. 
Public o fficials, because o f the mas­ 
siv e influence they ex ert in all areas o f 
life, are particularly damag ing to the 
mo ral fiber o f the natio n when they 
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co mpo mise with ev il fo r v o tes. 
A 
Philadelphia 
bank 
has quo ted 
Herbert Ho o v er in its mo nthly bulletin 
o n this subject. These ex cerpts taken 
fro m his remarks are as relev ant to day 
as when he spo ke them: 
‘ The American peo ple hav e a rig ht 
to bitter co mplaint o v er disclo sures o f 
disho no r in hig h places. The duty o f 
public men in this republic is to lead 
in standards o f integ rty —-bo th in mnd 
and mo ney . . . 
‘‘When there is a lack o f ho no r in g o v ­ 
ernment, the mo rals o f the who le peo ­ 
ple are po iso ned. So me fo lks seem to 
think these are necessary ev ils in a 
free g o v ernment — o r that it is smart 
po litics. Tho se are deadly sleeping 
pills. 
“ No public man can be just a little 
cro o ked.” 
There are still so me public o fficials 
who wo uld rather be rig ht than po pu­ 
lar. The rest wo uld rather tempo rize 
their principles, co mpro mise their in­ 
teg rity and fo rsake the acco lades o f 
histo ry fo r the co mfo rts o f the mo ment. 
And, as President Ho o v er said, “ the 
mo rals o f the who le peo ple are po iso n­ 
ed.”

Public Complacency 


It In always thought-stimulating to 
picture what sociologists and historians 
will say about contemporary cviliza- 
tion say, IOO years from now. Much 
of what they wll say, of course, will 
be tempered by what happens between 
now and then and what are accepted 
standards of their day. 
But if the early nineteenth century 
is knon as the puritan era the latter 
half of the twentieth century — at least 
as it has unfolded so far — must be 
known as the era of moral temporizing. 
Consider 
the 
tendency 
of 
many 
courts today to provide unlimited ju­ 
dicial resources to the criminal while 
ignoring the victim, of labor leaders to 
jeopardize an entire industry over the 
firing of a single worker, of big busi­ 
ness leaders to use every means of in­ 
fluence 
to 
obtain 
government con­ 
tracts, of Negro leaders who advocate 
wholesale destruction as a means to 
an end. of community leaders who re­ 
fer to 
u n co n tro lla b le 
riots as dem­ 
onstrations. 
Public officials, because of the mas­ 
sive influence they exert in all areas of 
life, are particularly damaging to the 
moral fiber of the nation when they 


compomise with evil for votes. 
A 
Philadelphia 
bank 
has quoted 
Herbert Hoover in its monthly bulletin 
on this subject. These excerpts taken 
from his remarks are as relevant today 
as when he spoke them: 
“The American people have a right 
to bitter complaint over disclosures of 
dishonor in high places. The duty of 
public men in this republic is to lead 
in standards of integrty—both in mnd 
and money . . . 
“When there is a lack of honor in gov­ 
ernment, the morals of the whole peo­ 
ple are poisoned. Some folks seem to 
think these are necessary evils in a 
free government — or that it is smart 
politics. Those are deadly sleeping 
pills. 
“No public man can be just a little 
crooked.” 
There are still some public officials 
who would rather be right than popu­ 
lar. The rest would rather temporize 
their principles, compromise their in­ 
tegrity and forsake the accolades of 
history for the comforts of the moment. 
And, as President Hoover said, “the 
morals of the whole people are poison­ 
ed.” 


Filters and Warnings 


To a confirmed smoker, the claim of 
a New Jersey 
chemist, 
Robert L. 
Strickland, or a new filter that 
will 
make cigarettes less of a health haz­ 
ard is a bit like a vision of water on 
a desert. The traveler, fearful of a mi­ 
rage, is eager to be convinced. 
With the president of Columbia Uni­ 
versity nodding approval, Mr. Strick­ 
land claims his filter will knock out up

to 70 per cent of the tar in the smoke 
and adds that his device will make the 
cigarette better tasting, too. 
Nevertheless, John W. Gardner, sec­ 
retary of health education and wel­ 
fare urges Congress to have the health 
hazard warning now required on all 
packages extended to all cigarette ad­ 
vertising, and recommends that pack­ 
ages contain figures on tar and nico­ 
tine contents.

The justification for recourse 
to guerrilla fighting ii entirely 
a matter of terrain. The guer­ 
rilla requires space in which to 
retreat. He requires a sympa­ 
thetic, or at least an indifferent, 
population to supply him with 
food and clothing, and to hide 
him in haystacks or caves. Mao 
T*e-tung could fight a long guer­ 
rilla war in China by fading 
into 
the 
distance of Yenan, 
which was hundreds of miles 
from the urban centers control­ 
led by his bourgeois enemies. 
In Vietnam, following the pre- 
cepts of the Red Chinese, the 
Viet Cong guerrilla “swims like 
a fish” in the sea of the peas­ 
antry, farming by day and dis­ 
appearing in swamp or jungle 
to take up his gun by night. The 
French maquis, in World War 
II, hid out in the countryside; 
the partisans in Italy and in 
Tito’s Yugoslavia did the same. 
But how do you wage a sus­ 
tained guerrilla campaign in the 
city? Let us say you hava cap­ 
tured 
Harlem. 
You 
have de-! 
strayed the AP stores, looted the 
groceries and the liquor shops, 
and disrupted the milk supply, j 
Who, then, will feed you after 
the third day? There is no pro­ 
tective 
peasantry 
in 
nearby 
Yonkers, or even in the Bronx. 
So with Newark, New Jersey. 
Let us say that Newark become! 
a pawn to the more violent type 
of black power leader. The big 
insurance companies in Newark 
don’t have to stay there, for the 
new IBM machines which han­ 
dle much of their business could 
be operated from office build 
ings in a suburban setting out­ 
side of White Plains, New York, 
or Hartford, Conn 
A 
Newark 
without work and bread would 
constitute a barren environment 
for guerrillas. So they would 
have to fade into the Ramapo 
Mountains, 
where they would 
hardly find a peasantry willing 
to feed and protect them. 
The guerrilla in Cuba’s Sierra 
Maestro or in the Bolivian or 
Laotian jungle does not destroy 
his environment; he adapts him­ 
self to it. But when the black 


power advocates in cities like 
Detroit take H. Rap Brown’s ad­ 
vice to “wage guerrilla war on 
the honkie white m an,” they de­ 
stroy their cover. The bill for

■hops that is presented in the 
Watts area of Los Angeles ($40 
million), or in Newark ($30 mil­ 
lion). or in Detroit ($150 million 
at a recent count) means that 
the guerrillas must be without 
roofs over their heads, and with­

or 
shops 
in 
which to buy food. 
The deitruction of cities in the 
U.S. won’t help a guerrilla re­ 
volution get off the ground for 
the simple reason that old-style 
metropolises, 
with 
p e o p l e 
bunched together in downtown 
cores, are no longer necessary 
to the lives of the great Ameri­ 
can majority. It is the suburbs 
that count. People can live in 
suburbs and commute by car to 
factories in the countryside It­ 
self. Negroes coming north from 
Alabama, Mississippi, and South 
Carolina haven’t pushed whites 
out of Newark, or Brooklyn, or 
Washington; they have moved 
into vacuums which the whites 
started to desert way back in 
the Nineteen Thirties when com­ 
m uter life became possible. 
The theory of guerrilla rebel­ 
lion, if applied to the United 
States, could only end in disas­ 
ter to the Negro. He would find 
himself walled 
away 
by 
his 
own short-sighted action in de­ 
serted urban fortresses, Uke the 
ill-fated Paris Commune which 
failed to revolutionize 
France 
after the Franco-Prussian War 
of 1870.

Doea a person’s life-span de­ 
pend mostly on his hereditary 
background? 
The hereditary 
factors 
are 
undoubtedly 
of 
great 
impor­ 
tance in longevity. 
There are 
many diseases that ara known 
to run to a greater degree 
in 
families. 
Diabetes, some forms 
of heart disease and a great 
many 
other 
conditions 
have 
been traced to many members 
of a family. Heredity is, there­ 
fore, important. 
However, the early recogni­ 
tion of 
disease, 
the 
newer 
techniques 
of 
medicine 
and 
surgery have 
reduced the se­ 
verity and the danger of many 
of these conditions. The 
result 
is that many people who have 
in their background a relatively 
short-life expectancy can now 
anticipate being 
healthy 
f o r 
many more years 
than their 
ancestors. 
Some physicians believe that 
people with known hereditary 
diseases 
take better care 
of 
themselves because of it. 
The 
result is 
that with 
common 
sense and good health practices 
they can be kept freer of dis­ 
ease than many people 
with 
longlife 
expectancy 
in 
their 
family. 
The key to longevity is pre­ 
ventive 
medicine. 
All 
condi­ 
tions that are discovered 
and 
treated early 
respond 
better 
and more rapidly to modern day 
treatm ent.

Massage may be help­ 
ful, but if too active it some­ 
times makes it worse.

Today ’s 
postal 
sy stem 
has 
long since overcome the prob­ 
lems of the 17th and 18th centu­ 
ries. 
But in New York City , the 
problems of the 20th century are 
i murder. 
M anhattan’s main post office 
—called the New York Post Of­ 
fice, although its territory does 
not cover the city ’s four other 
boroughs—say s it handles more 
mail each day than all the post 
offices in France—some 31 mil­ 
lion pieces. 
That totals eight billion pieces 
a y ear, one-tenth the national 
volume on one 13.5-by -2.5 mile 
island that is the heart of the 
nation's business world. 
The Post Office think s it per­ 
forms 
the 
monumental 
task 
with unheralded efficiency , but 
not because the people it serves 
mak e the job particularly easy . 
In truth, New York ers seem 
inadvertently to do every thing 
they can to mak e the difficult 
{job impossible. 
They have a tendency , be- 
> cause this Island is relatively 
small, to stack their homes and 
businesses one on top of another 
until the resulting sk y scrapers 
soar so high one gets a whiplash 
craning to see the tops of them. 
In the 102-story Empire State 
Building, for example, it tak es 
25 mail carriers work ing eight 
hours a day to get every thing 
in its ordered place. They mak e 
three pick ups and three deliv­ 
eries daily . 
‘•Whenever I see a new sk y ­ 
scraper going up, whether it’s a 
business office or a new apart­ 
ment complex, I don’t see brick 
or aluminum or glass, I see one 
gigantic m ailbag.” said Acting 
Posterm aster John R. Strachan. 
Strachan—who 
gets 
fewer 
than IOO complaints a day from 
M anhattanites—doesn’t 
worry 
much about the service. He say s 
he is confident that no m atter 
what New York builds, the Post 
Office can handle its mail. 
That is, if his men can get to 
it 
Every one k nows the “ snow 
nor rain, nor heat nor gloom of 
night 
bit, but these are modern 
times 
From about 8 a .rn to 7 p m., 
the streets of Manhattan 
be­ 
come a creeping glut of motor­ 
ized commerce that defies any 
mad truck to accomplish the 
swift completion of its appointed 
rounds 
But by far, Strachan say s, the 
biggest problem is that New 
York ers are creatures of habit 
and one of their worst habits is 
dumping the vast majority of 
I their mail into chutes and boxes 
in the evening. 
“ If I could have one wish for 
the Post Offic e, it would be that 
people get out of the habit of 


I mailing every thing when they 
leave their offices at night and 
start mailing during the day ,” 
I Strachan said. 
“ Most of the mail in Manat- 
tan is business mail. I k now 
people 
write 
business 
letters 
and prepare advertising all day , 
not just in the late afternoon. So 
why don’t they mail it when it’s 
ready ?” 
There are more thin 40,000 
postal employ es in Manhattan, 
and Strachan say s he can get 
more if he needs them. 
“ But what good would twice 
that number be if they ’re just 
going to be immobilized in traf­ 
fic or stand around with their 
hands in their pock ets for lack 
of any thing to do’ ”

called Tuesday for Negro guer­ 
rilla uprisings in U.S. cities and 
made threats against President 
Johnson, British Prime Minister 
Harold Wilson and other high 
U.S. officials. 
Declaring that Black Power 
advocates "are moving into ur­ 
ban guerrilla 
w arfare in the 
United States,” the m ilitant Ne- j

a g i t a t o r 
t o l d 
a 
news conference: 
“ We have no alternative but 
to use aggressive armed vio-1 
lence in order to own the land, I 
houses 
and stores inside our 
communities, and to control the 
politics of those communities.” 
U.S. 
newsmen 
were barred 
from the news conference, but 
Carmichael’s 
rem ark s 
were 
quoted 
by 
Havana 
Radio, 
George Ware 
of the Student 
Nonviolent 
Coordinating 
Com­ 
mittee, 
and 
Felix 
Greene, 
a 
British citizen reporting for the 
San Francisco Chronicle. 
Carmichael declared that Ne-1 
gro guerrillas “ must develop a 
consciousness so that when peo­ 
ple 
who 
are 
struggling 
get 
k illed, the retaliation will be 
against 
the 
leaders 
of 
the 
West.” 
“ Let us develop a conscious­ 
ness that when they touch one 
guerrilla, 
Ly ndon 
Johnson, 
Dean Rusk , Robert McNamara 
and Harold Wilson must pay the 
price,” he said. “ We are not 
waiting for them to k ill us. We 
will move to k ill them first— or 
rather, we are work ing towards 
that goal.” 
He presumably included Wil­ 
son because the Home Office 
last 
week 
banned him 
from 
Britain. 
“ One good thing about the 
Vietnam war is that the United 
States has taught us how to 
k ill,” Carmichael declared lat­ 
er. 
“ Our 
brothers 
returning 
from Vietnam are going to use 
that training well in the cities of 
the United States.” 
The State Departm ent is m ak ­ 
ing preparations to revok e the 
passport of Carmichael, 
who 
came to Havana for the Com­ 
munist-dominated 
congress

Voodoo and the pilot was miss­ 
ing. The other was a carrier- 
based Navy A4 Sk y hawk ; its pi­ 
lot was rescued.

Sale of Guns Increases 
In Riot-Swept Cities 


NEW YORK (AP)— The de­ 
mand 
for arms, 
particularly 
handguns, 
bas 
increased 
in 
some of the cities struck by vio­ 
lence this summer. A few deal­ 
ers 
say 
they’ve 
temporarily 
halted further sales. 
In an Associated Press sur­ 
vey, many of the dealers said 
their new customers were pre­ 
dominantly white. In the words 
of one store owner: “ I think 
they’re the type who get them 
for home protection.” 
Two nationwide retail firms— 
Sears Roebuck and Co. and 
Montgomery Ward & Co.—said 
they had halted over-the-counter 
arms sales in a number of cities 
where violence is occurring. 
Many sporting goods stores in 
New York City reported what 
one owner described as “a great 
increase” in the number of ri­ 
fles and rounds of ammunition 
sold since the Newark, N.J., 
riots. 
“We are not in the hunting 
business at present,” said a 
spokesman for one firm. “We 
have stopped selling rifles en­ 
tirely and we won’t open again 
until September. There are no 
guns in the windows. We don’t 


want to contribute to the mess.” 
Abercrombie & Fitch Co., the 
nationwide chain of high-priced 
sporting 
goods 
stores, 
said 
police in all its branch cities 
asked that guns be removed 
from display windows following 
the Newark violence. 
In Newark, where 25 persons 
died during July rioting, dealer 
Stanley Senkewicz said: “Sum­ 
mer is usually a dead time 
where I am located. Usually I 
can go on a fishing trip and nev­ 
er lose a dime.” 
“ But this year my business 
was good,” he said. “Some peo­ 
ple said, ’This is a national 
emergency, this is not the time 
to ask for a permit.* A few men 
came in here crying, saying 
they had to have a gun.” 
Senkewicz said his sales were 
“ mostly to whites.” 
In 
suburban 
Detroit, 
gun 
shops reported a heavy demand 
for weapons at the height of last 
week’s conflict. 
Hie 
California 
Bureau 
of 
Criminal Identification and In­ 
vestigation, part of the State 
Justice 
Department, 
reported 
an upsurge of handgun sales 
during July.

Hunter, producer of another 
$4 entry, “Thoroughly Modern j 
Millie,” offers the ticket buyer 
little but sympathy: 
“ For the 
studios to break 
even, they have to charge these 
prices. All the crafts expect too 
much money. People are “ way 
over- priced. I think I am.” 
Hunter. 41. spectacled, pink­ 
cheeked 
and 
boyishly 
hand­ 
some, has been called Universal 
studio’s 
boy 
wonder, 
white- 
haired boy and man with the 
Midas touch. Also, for his conta­ 
gious enthusiasm, which he ad­ 
mits is probably his greatest 
asset, a Pollyanna.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
State Department is moving to 
revoke the passport of Stokely 
Carmichael but the Justice De­ 
partment says only that it is 
investigating activities of the 
mutant Black Power advocate. 
Carmichael recently went to 
Cuba via London and Prague 
and was quoted from that Com 
munist country as saying, “We 
are preparing groups of urban 
guerrillas for our defense in the 
cities.” 
He also predicted a “fight to 
the death.” 
Carmichael, 26, has been cited 
by some congressmen as the 
object of a House-approved bill 
which 
would 
ban 
movement 
across state lines to incite riot. 
The Associated Press asked 
the State and Justice depart 
ments about Carmichael. The 
Justice Department would say 
only that Carmichael’s “activi­ 
ties are under investigation. The 
department does not make pub 
lie details of pending investiga­ 
tions.” 
The State Department was 
asked: Has the State Depart­ 
ment decided to revoke Carmi­ 
chael’s passport? 
A. Yes. There is an estab­ 
lished procedure for taking this 
action. Taking the action will 
depend on the timing of his re­ 
turn to the United States. 
Q. On what ground is his pass­ 
port to be withdrawn? 
A. The basis of action is his 
failure to obtain validation of 
his passport to go into the pro­ 
hibited area—Cuba. 
Q. What is the estabUshed 
procedure? 
A. The procedure is that the 
department sends a registered 
letter of notification to his last 
known address and also notifies 
the authorities at possible ports 
of entry in the United States. 
The notification states that his 
passport is “being tentatively 
withdrawn.” Hie letter to Car 
michael is sent to his last known 
address in this country. 
Q. Did Carmichael actually 
use his passport in going into 
Cuba? 
A. Whether he displayed his 
passport to Cuban authorities or 
had a Cuban visa stamped in it 
is not known here. But he has 
violated travel restrictions by 
using his passport on the jour 
ney to Cuba.
